About 1,000  pro-independence 
demonstrators rallied outside the 
Lithuanian prosecutor’s office against 
the occupation of the building Friday 
night by Soviet soldiers. 

Both a prosecutor appointed by 
Lithuania’s breakaway government 
and one sent from Moscow were 
working in the building Monday, em- 
ployees said. They reported a tense 
atmosphere but no direct conflicts be- 
tween the two.

White tablecloths, long candlesticks and all the 
traditional dishes were on display: hard-boiled 
eggs, horseradish, lettuce, parsley, wine, salt wa- 
ter, and “choroset,” a sweet pate of apples, nuts 
and wine. 

Asa Luzman, who arrived a year ago from Kiev, 
said, “I never knew anything about the holiday 
before I came to Israel. It’s such a shame.” 

A few, like the Shansviteh family, only two 
months in Israel, were at home with the cere- 
monies. Shansviteh’s grandfather, an observant 
Jew, had led his family Passover from memory 
every year.

Asked about the possibility of a 
pre-emptive strike, Pazner said, “We 
don’t even want to talk about that 
kind of thing.” 

Only the United States and the So- 
viet Union have officially admitted 
having binary weapons, although 
some other countries were believed to 
possess them. 

In an interview with The Associ- 
ated Press, Nizar Hamdoon, under- 
secretary of the Iraqi Foreign Min- 
istry, said Iraq developed the 
weapons before the end of the 8-year 
Iran-Iraq war but did not use them.

A BYU law professor is receiving 
national attention for his role in con- 
sulting with Idaho Gov. Cecil Andrus 
before the governor vetoed a contro- 
versial anti-abortion bill Friday. 

Richard Wilkins, a pro-life advo- 
cate and attorney who has worked on 
the abortion issue for nine years, said 
he gave the governor his advice solely 
as a legal professional regardless of 
how he felt personally about abortion. 

The bill, if signed by Andrus, would 
have banned abortions except in cases 
of rape, incest, maternal health and 
fetal deformity. 

“The Idaho statute had the right 
objectives, but it went about it in the 
wrong way, because its definitions, as 
Gov. Andrus said in his veto message, 
were simply too narrow,” Wilkins 
said. 

According to the governor’s writ- 
ten statement, “I am advised by legal 
scholars of both political parties that, 
in their opinion, there is not the re- 
motest chance of this legislation’s be- 
ing found constitutional by the 
Supreme Court. . 

“The definition of “maternal 
health” and the reporting require- 
ments for pregnancies resulting from 
rape and incest are too narrow to be 
accepted by any court. The civil en- 
forcement provisions would be 
quickly struck down,” the statement 
said. 

For example, maternal health was 
defined as an abortion necessary to 
preserve the life of the mother or pre- 
vent severe or long-lasting physical 
injury, Wilkins said. 

“A doctor will tell you there are 
many circumstances that don’t in- 
clude merely life or death, or severe 
and long-lasting physical damage or 
injury where the doctor may recom- 
mend an abortion,” he said. 

“The statute also totally eliminated 
any mental health concerns. Mental 
health was never going to be a reason 


for having an abortion,” Wilkins said. 

“While I hope the circumstances 
would be few for which a woman could 
have an abortion for mental health 
reasons, nevertheless, the vast ma- 
jority of physicians and therapists in 
the country will testify to the fact 
there are some circumstances where 
perhaps abortions are necessary in 
the interest of mental health.” 

Wilkins said the victim of a rape 
had to report the rape to the police 
within seven days of the rape, other- 
wise she couldn’t have the abortion. 

Incest victims had to report the in- 
cident to the police, not within seven 
days, but just prior to the abortion. 

“Most rape victims, especially 
date-rape victims, don’t ever rere it 
to the police,” Wilkins said. 

“They only think about reporting it 
to the police after they find out they 
are pregnant six weeks later. By 
then, according to the statute, it’s too 
late,” he said. 

“Tt appeared to me unwise to send a 
statute that in my opinion would cer- 
tainly be invalidated by the Supreme 
Court. Just as a legal tactician, you 
want to keep winning,” Wilkins said. 

“One thing I learned from Presi- 
dent Lee very early on in my legal 
career was you choose your cases 
carefully, especially in the Supreme 
Court. 

“You choose the best possible case 
for the point you want to make,” 
Wilkins said. 

Wilkins said the overly restrictive 
definition of maternal health doesn’t 
reflect medical reality. The strict re- 
porting requirements in cases of in- 
cest and rape don’t reflect the socio- 
logical realities that women don’t 
report them. 

Also, the threat of litigation would 
make it cost prohibitive for doctors to 
obtain the insurance needed to per- 
form abortions. 

When taken together, the bill had 
the practical effect of virtually elimi- 
nating all abortions in the state of 
Idaho. 


Inmates riot in England; 
114 run loose in prison |

‘MANCHESTER, ‘England 
More than 100 inmates ran loose Mon- 
day in a prison devastated by riots, 
but guards regained control of much 
of the prison and officials were in con- 
tact with the inmates still inside, au- 
thorities said. 

Some prisoners hung up a flag say- 
ing “No Dead,” but the government 
said deaths could not be ruled out in 
one of Britain’s worst prison riots. 

Authorities said 37 inmates and 12 
prison guards had been injured since 
the riots began Sunday at the 
Strangeways prison, one of the most 
crowded jails in Britain. News media 
reported unconfirmed accounts of up 
to 12 deaths. 

Prison staff regained control of four 
cell blocks and the kitchen Monday 
after scores of inmates. surrendered. 
Rioters still held five blocks, said the 
Home Office, which is in charge of 
prisons. 

Home Secretary David Wadding- 
ton said some surrendering prisoners 
claimed a number of inmates were

Top Court to consider punitive awards 


WASHINGTON — The Supreme Court Monday said it will decide whether 
skyrocketing punitive-damage awards in personal-injury and other cases can 
go so high they become unconstitutional. 

In a case of enormous importance to American business and consumers, the 
court agreed to hear arguments in an Alabama insurance-fraud case that 
yielded a jury award of over $1 million. 

The court must decide whether punitive damages aimed at punishing 
wrongdoers and deterring similar misconduct may be so large in some cases 
that they are fundamentally unfair. A ruling is expected sometime in 1991. 

In other action, the court: 

—Refused to expose car manufacturers to product-liability lawsuits for not 
installing air bags. Suits against General Motors, Honda and Nissan Motor 
Corp. were thrown out by lower courts and the justices declined to review 
them. 

—Left intact a ruling that airlines say could impede mergers. The justices, 
in a case stemming from Delta Air Lines’ acquisition of Western Airlines in 
1986, refused to shield Delta from binding arbitration in a dispute with the 
union that had represented Western’s flight attendants. 

—Turned down an appeal by a Massachusetts church that said its religious 
freedom will be violated if state approval is required for the curriculum of a 
school it runs. 


Campaigns gain from clean air donations 


WASHINGTON — House Commerce and Energy Committee members 
are fattening their campaigns with money from industries concerned about the 
outcome of proposed clean air standards, a Congressional Quarterly study 
shows. 

Rep. Howard Nielson, R-Utah, is not one of them. Although a member of 
the powerful panel, he is not seeking re-election and has no need of the 
contributions. 

However, Nielson acknowledges that fellow members of the committee 
have little trouble in cashing in on the largess of the coal, automobile, electric, 
oil, natural gas and chemical industries — all having made large donations to 
panel members through their political action committees. 

The Congressional Quarterly has found that such PACs gave $612,000 to the 
committee’s 42 members last year — an average of $14,570 per member. Rep. 
fen Tauke, R-Iowa, who is running for the Senate, received the most, 

50,800. 


Utah school to implement drug testing 


BRIGHAM CITY, Utah — Box Elder High School officials are developing 
a voluntary drug-testing program for students involved in extracurricular 
activities, apparently a first of its kind in Utah. 

Under the proposal, to be aired at a public meeting here Tuesday night, 
students participating in extracurricular activities ranging from athletics to 
debate and even the school’s chess club would participate. 

Next fall, the students would be asked to have their parents sign cards 
indicating whether they would voluntarily submit to drug screening. The 
sealed results would be released only to a doctor. In case of a positive test 
result, the physician would notify the student’s parents. 

School officials would not have access to the test results. 

“T think it came about as a desire to extend our drug prevention program,” 
said Assistant Principal Mike Madeo, who will present the program for possi- 
ble approval by the school board on May 9. 

He said he became interested in the program when he read about a school in 
Chicago that had mandatory drug testing for its athletes and cheerleaders. 


Utah economy gets above-average grade 


SALT LAKE CITY — Utah received solid grades on a national economic 
report card, earning top rankings in the job equity and capacity categories, 
says the Corporation for Enterprise Development. 

The report card, released Monday, graded each of the 50 states’ economies 
with letter grades, A to F,, on four indexes. 

The 1990 Development Report Card for the States, an annual report by the 
Washington-based CED, gives the Beehive State a good overall evaluation. 

In the area of Development Capacity, CED analysts state that Utah earned 
an A because it has a work force that is “among the best-educated in the 
country,” strong technological resources and a good infrastructure base. 
However, labor’s financial capacity is well below average.

Supreme Court stays Harris execution 


WASHINGTON — The Supreme Court on Monday refused to let California 
carry out its first execution in 23 years, letting stand an order that blocks a 
murderer’s Tuesday trip to the state gas chamber. 

Judge John Noonan of the San Francisco-based 9th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals said Friday, that Harris should be kept alive until a three-judge 
appeals court panel studies whether his lawyers or the psychiatrists they hired 
were incompetent in failing to have him tested for brain damage and other 
serious mental disorders. 

Harris was convicted of killing two San Diego boys in 1978. The nation’s 
highest court had ruled against him four times previously. 

California Attorney General John Van De Kamp sought to have Noonan’s 
order set aside, and his emergency request was submitted to Justice Sandra 
Day O’Connor. She referred it to the full Supreme Court. 

The court voted to deny the state’s request. 

Chief Justice William H. Rehnquist and Justices Antonin Scalia and An- 
thony M. Kennedy voted to set aside the stay of execution and let Harris die.

BYU’s Todd 
Jones batted down a pass and gave 
the Cougars the win. 

After pulling off the victory, the 
Cougars trounced Western States 
College in an 18-0 blowout. BYU then 
faced UNC, the host team, in the 
championship game where they won. 

BYU’s next game will be at home 
Saturday, April 7, at 11:00 a.m. 


UNLV downs Duke for title

DENVER — The NCAA’s ulti- 
mate Rebel won its biggest prize. 

UNLV ended the tournament of 
thrills and close finishes with the 
largest margin of victory in a champi- 
onship game, a 103-73 win over Duke 
on Monday night.

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School boards given right to raise taxes

New legislation gives Utah County school boards 
the ability to raise property taxes by two mils in 
order to reduce class size, said an official of the 
Utah Education Office. 

Hal Robins, Education Office research consul- 
tant, said House bill 474, which was passed Feb. 21 
and is effective April 23, gives school boards the 
prerogative to increase property taxes by two mils 
to raise money to hire more teachers. However, the 
a is also subject to a public recall vote, he 
said. 

The new law says the state will contribute 1.26 
percent for each mil, up to the first two mils, per 


dollar of assessed property evaluation within the 
district, Robins said. 

He said by raising property taxes two mils, 
districts could qualify for more money from the 
state. 

Lynn Smith, business administrator for the 
Provo School District, said the Provo School Board 
had not decided whether it would implement an 
increase. 

The board is “leaning toward putting the mea- 
sure on the ballot this fall,” and letting the public 
decide if they want an increase to hire more teach- 
ers, Smith said. 

Officials from each of the other Utah County 
school districts said options were being considered 
before decisions would be made by the various 


boards. 

Deanna Timothy, Education Office research an- 
alyst, said Provo schools averaged 26.79 students 
per teacher, Alpine School District averaged 27.03 
and Nebo 27.79 students per teacher. 

Iron County Superintendent of Schools Dee Sta- 
pley said Iron County has decided to implement 
the new increase. 

“We are going to swap two mils from our capital 
budget and transfer it over to our operations and 
maintenance budget,” Stapley said. 

The new legislation would enable the school dis- 
trict to hire nine additional teachers, Stapley said. 

A two mil increase in property taxes on a house 
with a value of a $60,000 would be about $14, he 
said.
